•umcd name* of John Smith and Grace 
Brown, were fined $R and coats each 
In the'city court .this morning as. the 
result of a raid by the police on the 
Hedekin house, which Is one of the 
lowest of th« vile resorts that the po- 
lice have'had to contend with.

woman In the case paid her fine, but 
th« man went to jail for fifteen days. 


•There were three other couples, in 


the house at' the time, but they were 
warned In time to make their escape 
This property belongs to the Hedekin 
Land and Improvement company, ac- 
cording to the recoros In the office of 
the county recorder. 


This company filed articles with the 


county recorder in 1906 and its prin- 
cipal, stockholders are given as Ber- 
nard Hedekin, Elizabeth H. Moynlhan 
and Marie Hedekin. A short time af- 
ter the company was incorporated the 
Hedekin .house property was trans- 
ferred by'Margaret Hedekin to the new 
concern.. 


For many years the Hedekin house 


has had an unsavory reputation as a 
cheap bedhouse where 'whites and 
blacks were permitted to mingle at

dar Wednesday" be dispensed with to- 
morrow - so that consideration of the 
measure could contlnu*. 


Speaker Cannon ruled the motion 


out'of order. To dispense with "calen- 
dar Wednesday" requires a two-thirds 
vote. -The' efforts to do so will be re- 
newed tomorrow. 


Reform Rule in the Way.

BIG CHANGES PROPOSED IN 


INDIANA CONSTITUTION 


The terms of all state and county officials shall extend for a period of 


four years, and the election of all state officials beginning in 1914 shall be 
held in the "off" years. 
-.

The General Assembly shall hold two sessions, the first -for a "period of 


forty-five days, during which bills shall b.e introduced, discussed and amend- 
ed, an adjournment of sixty days, a second session, continuing until the work 
is finished. 
- 
- 


The salary 'of the members is increased from six to ten dollars a day. 
The legislature is authorized to enact a workmen's compensation law, 


and upon petition of 25 per cent of the legal voters may enact the initiative, 
referendum' and recall laws. 


The qualifications for electoral suffrage require residence in the state one 


year, township sixty days, precinct thirty days, registration and the pay- 
ment of poll tax, during the year of the election and the preceding one. 


It is made the duty of the General Assembly'to enact a registration law, 


following the adoption of'the constitution.

Shows Concentration. 


"In the last forty years coneentra- 


:ion-has so proceeded that 195 holders 
[that many Interests) now have prac- 
tically one-tialf'of the privately owned 
imber .land In the country,'and 80 per 
:ent. of the whole. 
This formidable 


>rocess of concentration in timber and 
n land certainly Involves grave future 
visibilities of Impregnable monopo- 
istic conditions, whose far reaching 
lonseqiiences to-society It is now diffi- 
:ult to-anticipate fully or to over esti- 
mate. • 


."Only 40 years ago at least three- 


lourtbs. of the1'timber now standing 
was,. It IB estimated,' publicly owned.

Tests of Service Shells by 


Navy Shows They Will

MONITOR IS PIERCED 


Washington, Feb. 14.—In the light 


of fuller reports on the .firing test in 
the lower Potomac river last Friday 
when twelve-inch shells 'flrefl by the 
Monitor Tallahassee penetrated armor 
plate targets 
erected on the Earn 


Katahdin at a distance of 8,000 yards 
naval..ordnance experts have reiter- 
ated their contention that service pro- 
jectiles retain their effectiveness at 
long battle' ranges. 
Only limited in- 


formation .hitherto has been available 
In connection with ah attack upon 
armor under conditions approximat- 
ing those of actual battle. 


The first shot which struck the tar- 


get, according to the more complete 
reports, penetrated the armor, but the 
slieil ipas broken to pieces. The sec- 
ond projectile struck the top of the 
forward target, dug out a piece o 
steel measuring three and one ha! 
feet by six feet, glanced off and was 
lost. 
It is not known whether this 


shell was 
broken. 
The 
third am 


fourth shots 
completely 
penetrate 


the larger of the two targets. 


None of the shells was loaded with 


explosives, the test being designed ti 
determine the penetrating power o 
the projectiles. 


The experiment will be supplement 


ed by tests on 
the

battleship 


Texas during the target practice i. 
the spring, when projectiles loads- 
with explosives will he fired with th 
purpose of demonstrating the effec 
tiveness of the service shell. 


The firing against the .Katahdii 


targets was with guns of compare 
lively low power, the velocity of the 
propectilcs being only 2,400 feet pe 
second, as against 2,850 given by thi 
twelve inch guns of the modern" bat 
tteship.

these higher power guns at ?.000 yard 
range is declared by naval ordanc 
experts to be nearly thirty per ceni 
greater than that of the guns of th 
Tallahassee.

The city of Evansville, in southern Indiana, on the 


Ohio river, is holding its second anniial corn school. 
The school is conducted by the faculty of the agricul- 
tural school of Purdue university. As it is not con- 
venient for southern Indiana farmers to go to Purdue 
in large numbers to see the demonstrations, Purdue 
comes to them once a. year to tell them how to farm 
scientifically ?.nd to the best advantage. 


The exhibition is not strictly a corn show, and at- 


v'rulance is not restricted to Indiana people. 
There 


re thousands of Kentucky farmers in easy reach of 
Ivansville and many oi them avail themselves of the 
pportunity to see the demonstrations made by the ex- 
erts from Purdue. There are live stock, horticultural 
nd poultry classes for the men and domestic - science 
or the women. The first school was held last year, 
nd the attendance was a surprise to its promoters, 
'his year the patronage' will be bigger and the pro- 


gram will be better. 
There are to be lectures on a 


jreat variety of farming and household topics; on 
rood roads; on agriculture in the public schools; on 
oil improvement and on other subjects which.have 
o do with rural betterment. 


It will be a. valuable exposition for farmers and their

DONIZETTI .COLLECTION. 


A valuable collection of musical 


manuscripts belonging to Donizetti has 
recently been discovered at-Bergamo, 
in Italy, and purchased for. a' small 
sum by a firm o£ antique dealers. . The 
collection includes the entire score of 
one of Donizetti's operas, "Gabriella 
dl Vergy," which was. suppose;! .fo have 
been irrevocably lost, as no' trace of 


it could be,found, deapite the fact, that 
Its existence. is attested, by the corn- 
poser's early biographers. 


The opera is in one act and it. ia en- 


tirely ..written in Donizetti's own hand, 
with several corrections'and a few al- 
terations. The music covers 344 pages 
and has, no- words to it, as evidently 
the composer did not transcribe the 
libretto when he wrote the mus'ic-' The 
libretto is lost, but as the score con- 


tains a few passages from it written 
on. the margin of one of-the pages, it 
is hoped that these will afford a clew 
that will lead to its discovery. 


The collection contains the draft for 


another opera which Donizetti intended 
to compose, but never 
finished. 
On 


eight separate pages headed "Sanclo di 
Castiglia" Donizetti wrote down, the 
principal themes of the composition. 
There is alsfo an autograph Copy of the 


symphony ot Doiilz8ttl'» well-known 
opera "L'EHslr d'Arhore." The sym- 
phony is written on twenty-four pageg 
and it is fllfterent from the publinhed

Less draft is needed, too, and less of 
the fuel goes to waste in gas and smoke, so that there 
is less gas and dirt in the cellar or furnace room, and 
in the house by way of the registers. If large lumps 
of coal are used, a good way is to scatter^ what is 
known as "slack" over (hem. The slack tends to hold 
the fire longer, and the lump coal will prevent the 
slack from forming- clinker?.

The former chief of field 
service of the genera) land office, H. 
H. Schwartz, said officially that the 
timber and stone act "has resulted !n 
th« sale of over 12,000,000 acres of 
valuable timber lands, of which fully 
ten million acres were transferred to 
corporate or Individual timber land 
investors by the entrymen. 


Sold for One-Eighth Value. 


"These lands 
brought 
the people 


or general government 
a gross *urn 


of $30,000,000. 
At the date of sale 


they were reasonably worth $210,000,- 
000, 
The profit of over $200,000,000 


went not to the needy settler engaged 
In subduing the wilderness, but to the 
wealthy . Investors.

tional part of one per cent of the 
timber purchased 
from 
the United 


States under this act Is held, con- 
sumed or even cut by the men and 
women who made the entries. 


"The present commercial value of 


the privately owned standing timber

Ultimately 
the consuming public will have to 
pay such price for lumber as will 
give this timber a far greater value." 


Coming to the question of the prob- 


able effect of concentration, the com- 
missioner expresses his views as fol- 
lows: 


"Concentration in standing timber, 


if allowed to continue and increase, 
makes probably a final central con- 
trol of the whole lumber industry. A 
few strong Interests, ultimately hold- 
ing the bulk of the timber, can *et 
the price of timber and Its products.

"Standing timber is not the only 


question. When the timber has been 
cut the land remains. There has besn 
created, therefore, not only the. frame 
vork of an enormous timber monop- 
oly, but also an equally sinister land 
concentration in extensive 
sections. 


This involves'also a great wealth in 
minerals. 


"Such are the past history, present 


status and apparent future of our 
timber 
-esources. 
The 
underlying 


cause is our public land polios-, re- 
sulting in enormous loss of wealth to 
the public and its monopolization by a 
few interests. 
It -lies before us now 


as a forcible object lesson for the fu- 
ture management of all thfe natural 
resources still remaining in the hands 
Of the government."

FIRST OF A KIND HERE 


Contending that the petitioner was 
it the time of tiling his petition a resi- 
dent of Ohio and not of Indiana. Ohio 
creditors have taken steps to resist the 
voluntary bankruptcy proceedings filed 
In Fort "Wayne by Wesley Rhoades. a. 
railroad employe. 
They assert that 


Rhoades could have filed a legal peti- 
tion only in the United States court for 
the district of Ohio, and that the Fort 
Wayne proceedings in the case are null 
and void.

The question thun far is solely one 


of Jurisdiction and it is the first of its 
kind to arise in the bankruptcy courts 
here. Referee Sol A. Wood heard evi- 
dence in the case Monday afternoon, 
and whll« the court has made no for- 
mal findings, his statement Indicated 
pretty clearly thai it will sustain the 
Ohio contention. 


Rhoades lived for some years at 


Montpelier, but he contends that It 
wa* only a temporary residence and 
that h« had always regarded Fort 
Wayne as his home. Nearly all the 
creditors are at Montpelier and they 
are resisting the 
petition on the 


grounds that he should have filed It In 
Ohio. 
Among the witnesses was F. 


M. Frazler, of Montpelier, judge of 
probate and Juvenile Judge, who sub- 
mitted a certified copy of a sworn 
declaration made by Rhoades in an- 
other matter before'the juvenile court 
In which he gave his residence Nas 
Montpelier.

Neat Booklet of School Just Issued 


Contains Much of lnt«rt»t. 


.The first bulletin issued .by the' Fort 


Wayne Normal school is just from the 
press and aside from its neat typo- 
iraphical appearance, is of interest.to 
all people of the city who take ac: 


count of the progress of the public 
schools. A page is devoted to the fac- 
ulty and 
then 
follows a • historical- 


sketch, telling, of the first establish- 
ed training class tor teachers !n 1867. 
its-suspension a. few years later, and 
the re-establishfnent .in 
1897. 
The 


change in name to the Fort Wayne 
Normal school 
was made 
In 1907. 


Since 189"' there hare" been ons' hun- 
dred and twenty-nine graduates 'from 
the school, of whom one hundred and 
twenty-six have taught, in the city 
schools.. Miss Flora Wilber,.B. S., is 
principal of the school. 


The Bulletin states that the' pur- 


pose of the Fchool is to give residents 
of the city who. wish to teach-in the 
city schools 
an 
opportunity 
to fit 


themselves for such 
work and the 


courses are arranged especially for 
that purpose. 
Non-resident 
students 


are not debarred from the school. The 
courses of study, consisting ot courses 
in psychology and education, are of 
college grade. Students who are rec- 
ommended as having done strong work 
may be given advance credit in-kin- 
dergarten schools and colleges, which 
offer courses in these subjects. This 
fact'is probably not well known. The 
Normal school is "accredited" in the 
state training school system, giving 
certificates of classes A and B and

a given length of time. Those who 
desire a teacher's license are required 
by the state law to hold a certificate 
stating their attendance at a normal 
school approved by the state training 
board a. given length of time.

Fort Wayne Normal school are that 
applicants must be graduates of the 
Fort Wayne High 'school or present 
satisfactory 
evidence of the comple- 


tion of an equivalent course of study,

by^ the city school phy-

On February 9, 1911, the Senate Postoffice Com- 


mittee, under the leadership of Senators Penrose and 
Carter, reported favorably to the Senate for action 


the Postoffice Appropriation bill, containing a pro- 
vision, 'put in without allowing public, -hearing or 


open consideration, but under political pressure from 
the White Hoiise, that increases the postage' rate on 


magazines and periodicals to such an extent that it 


practically absorbs all the profits of the publishing 
business of the country and makes the further pro- 
duction of popular-priced magazines impossible. It • 
imposes a tax that is confiscatory, 


Notwithstanding, within the year Senator Boies 


Penrose said, referring to the Carter- 'Weeks bill; 


"These are some of tlie big features of the bill. 


The whole intent is to systematize and to mOvlsrn- 
ize the entire postal system. It is idle to take up 
such questions as apportioning the cost for carry- 
ing second-class mail matter or the proper "com- 
pensation of railroads for transporting the mails 
'until we' shall have 'established busiress methods 
'. in pqs'tbrTice affairs by a reorganization of the 


whole postal system.

out the enacting clause. 


Senators Shively, Carleton, Curtis. 


Grubs and Taylor spoke asainst the 
Kistler motion, and Senators Hauck, 
Wood. Ratts and Kistlor spoke in fa.r- 
or of the motion. 
. The feature of the two hours' de- 
bate was the speech of Senator Carle- 
ton In which, emphasizing the need 
of such a law, he declared that he 
had seen a former prosecuting^ attor-

"The coachers shall at all times during 
the progress of the hall games be re- 
stricted to the confines of the coachin 
bo* and shall not touch the clothing nor 
person of any participant in the same.' 
President Murphy is in favor of the 
rule and promised CXBay that after in.- 
troflucing the matter Informally to the 
committee he would use his influence t> 
have it adopted officially.

McDermott did not sign the Providence 
contract and will not do so until he finds 
just where he stands. The team owners 
will have to produce some evidence to 
show that the draft was made at the 
prescribed time and If a check for the 
money was delivered to Mr. Farrell It 
must liave been returned through tha 
Providence bank if it was cashed ana 
cancelled. 


All of this will have to be done .before 
Varnell will release his hold on the play- 
er and it Is possible the whole matter 
will be put up to the National commis- 
sion, which is the supreme court of base- 
ball. 
The player came to Fort Wayne 


from the Eastern league. 
He joined out 
with the Philadelphia Union club that 
was projected as part of a combination 
to buck organized ball and when the 
league went into the air he was picked 
up by the Newark club. He didn't get a 
trial and was sold to Mr. Varnell who 
has ?SOO of good cash Invested in him. If 
he goes to Providence the local 
owner 
will get only $600 of this back. 


It is not likely that a very hard fight 


will be made by Mr, Varnell. If Provi- 
dence can show just claim to the playler 
lie will in all likelihood be allowed to go 
His advancement In baseball Is a thing 
to be desired uud Claude Varnell is not 
the man to throw a stone in his road 
although his loss would be severely felt.
